Voters turn 
down override

Andover voters spoke loud and clear 
Monday against increased property taxes, A 
little more than 5,000, or 65 percent of the 
votes, were cast against overriding Proposi- 
tion 2 1/2 to give the schools an additional 
$1.5 million. A total of 8,154 people, or 45 per- 
cent of the 17,979 registered voters in town, 
braved the inclement weather to cast their 
votes, ; 

As a result, Phase II cuts approved by the 
School Committee earlier this year will g0 
into effect. They include at least 12 positions, 
the entire home economics and industrial 
arts programs and 13 assistant athletics 
coaches at Andover High School, five posi- 
tions at each middle school, art, music and 
media teachers at the elementary schools 
and closing the Shawsheen School as the 
kindergarten and Early Childhood Center. 

The committee will meet next Tuesday, 
May 14, at 7:30 p.m. in the school administra- 
tion building, Whittier Court, to discuss and 
vote on options to reconfigure the Shaw- 
sheen School as a K through gradetwo pro- 
gram with money generating before- and 
after-school care and to make further cuts in 
anticipation of cuts in state aid. 

Committee member Susan Poore asked 
that the committee also consider keeping 
the school open as a kindergarten through 
grade-five school with the day-care program.

for contract offer today

“There have been some 
rumors to the effect that the town 
may be going to submit an offer,” 
Officer Thomas Siopes, union 


president, said Tuesday. 

But no actual contract negotia- 
tions are scheduled, according to 
Officer Siopes. 

“To date, we haven’t received 
anything positive,” he said. 

The patrol officer’s union has 
been without a salary contract 
for 22 months. Union members 
now believe they are being 
threatened by a state law that 
could require legislative action

ue his studies at Juilliard, where he 
had been studying on a full scholar- 
ship. 

“I wrote myself off for the next 24 
hours, but then I began to think 
about it and I really resented that 
other people had decided what I 
would be doing with the rest of my 
life. 

“T began trying and after that I did 
well in school, making honors. I had 
never made the honor roll before. | 
hated doing homework,” he said. 

Following high school graduation 
he attended Harvard College on an 
academic scholarship, while still 
commuting to New York to attend 
Juilliard. During his first year he 
received the Whitaker award for get 
ting the highest freshman grade- 
point average, 

Other achievements he’s had 
include first prize in the National 
Society of Arts and Letters, and first 
prize in the international Mozart 
Festival and the Bicentennial 
Achievement Award, for being one of 
the nation’s most outstanding con- 
cert artists. 

The second year he received the 
first-ever Leonard Bernstein scholar- 
ship to Harvard. The scholarship 
was established for gifted violinists 
to attend Harvard. 

While at Harvard he studied 
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physics, as well as continuing with 


his touring to play with major 


orchestras and chamber groups 
around the country, Since he gradu- 
ated with honors and he enjoyed all 
his science classes, he decided to 
enroll in Harvard’s medical school. 
Halfway through medical school he 
transferred to Yale University’s Med- 
ical School, where he received his 
medical degree specializing in neu- 
ropsychiatry. 

“T transferred to Yale because 
their med school didn’t have exams 
and with my schedule of commuting 
and performing it made it difficult to 
be there for all the exams at Har- 
vard,” he said. 

Dr. Portney doesn’t credit his suc- 
cess in two very competitive fields to 
just one factor, but he does believe he 
has been very lucky. 

“I’ve been damn lucky. I have par- 
ents with good genes, I have my 
health and I’ve had a lot of breaks,” 
he said. 

Included in his list of lucky breaks 
Dr. Portney names his wife, “who is 
a saint to put up with me.” He also 
names his agents. 

“They could make a lot more 
money representing someone who is 
just committed to music. Having two 
careers means I have to decline a lot 
of engagements,” he said. 

Because his schedule is so full of 
balancing both careers and his fami- 
ly, his work week is far from 9 to 5. 


“A typical week for me looks like 
this,” he said as he opened his 
scheduling book. 

Monday, work in the emergency 
room at Massachusetts General hos- 
pital in the morning. From noon to 2 
p.m., do consulting work at a rehabil- 
itation hospital in Haverhill. Late 
night, any time between 10 p.m. to 
the early morning hours, practice 
violin. 

Tuesday, at home with the chil- 
dren. 

Wednesday, Mass. General in the 
morning and performing with a 
friend in Ipswich as a favor. 

Thursday, drive to Connecticut to 
give a lecture at Yale on substance 
abuse. 

Friday, fly to Kentucky to do 
interviews for upcoming publicity 
and rehearse for next day’s benefit 
concert with Lexington Philharmon- 
ic Orchestra for the state’s medical 
hospice home-care program. 

Sunday, give a two-hour lecture to 
the state’s medical board, then fly 
home, 


“Yup that’s a pretty typical week,” 
he said as he snapped the book shut. 

Would he give up his typically 
hectic weeks juggling both careers? 

“T could be happy doing just one of 
them, but it would have to be 
because I decided to do just one, not 
because I was told I had to choose,” 
he said.

This group is promoting 
bicycling in Andover 


The Andover Bicycle Commit- 
tee is exploring ways to promote 
bicycling and encourage 
Andover to be a bicycle-friendly 
town. 

Some ways to make bicycling 
safe and enjoyable, according to 
committee members, are to elim- 
inate any hazards possible, to 
educate bicycle riders and auto- 
mobile drivers about safety and 
courtesy and to suggest suitable 
locations for bicycle races 
around town. 


Bicycle riders of all ages must 
know that by law a bicycle is a 
vehicle and must keep on the 
right side of the road, obey traffic 
signs, and that the rider should 
give correct hand signals when 
making turns. Bicycles are per- 
mitted to go on sidewalks in out- 
lying areas if roadway traffic is 
heavy, but they must always 
yield to pedestrians who do have 
the right of way. In congested 


areas, such as downtown 
Andover, a cyclist wishing to use 
the sidewalk must get off and 
carefully walk the bicycle. 

In Andover some storm sewer 
grates are a series of parallel 
pipes, and if they are aligned 
with the traffic flow, are a hazard 
to bicycle wheels. These can be 
realigned so they are crosswise 
to traffic, which is much safer. 


Bob McQuade, superintendent 
of Public Works, has said that if 
he is given the locations of 
wrongly aligned grates he will 
gradually have them realigned 
as work schedules permit.

Feminist theology 
students lead 
Unitarian service 


Sunday’s 10:30 a.m. service at the Unitari- 
an Universalist Church will be dedicated to 
goddess imagery and presented by church 
members and friends who recently complet- 
ed the feminist “thealogy” course called 
“Cakes for the Queen of Heaven.” 

Reflecting on the importance of imagery 
and the need for religion that celebrates 
inner divinity, 16 women who completed 
“Cakes” will lead a service that provides a 
female image of divinity. 

“Regardless of whether one accepts or 
rejects the actual existence of God, the image 
of ‘God’ as a metaphor is part of our every 
day culture. It affects what we think and 
feel,” explains church member Susan Lam 
bert, who served as one of the three course 
facilitators with Jerry Bayer and Marie 
Houck. “It is a metaphor that declares men 
as divine and begins when we are small chil 
dren. The goddess, a symbol that actually 
came first in history, reminds us that women 
are as divine as men,” 

The Cakes course is one of many ways 
that women throughout the country have 
been creating a goddess movement in 
response to archeological discoveries and 
theological debates about primeval goddess 
worship. 

“Before Christianity, Judaism and even 
early classical Greek mythology, people all 
over the world worshiped a goddess in three 
persons: maiden, mother and crone,” Ms. 
Houck said. “And the power shift from god 
desses to male gods occurred over several 
centuries.” 

Goddesses were held sacred and associat 
ed with order, wisdom, protection and the 
life-giving processes,” Ms. Bayer added. 

Course members say they will share new 
knowledge, attitudes and potential to create 
new partnerships with church members, 
friends and new visitors at Sunday’s service.

despite one big obstacle she isn’t afraid 
to tell you about. 

“IT have brain damage,” Denise says, 
doing her best to look a guest straight 
in the eye. 

Marileine Carriere, Denise’s moth- 
er, coach and cheerleader, helps with a 
word that’s difficult for Denise. 

“A damaging case of meningitis,” 
Mrs. Carriere says, and adds later that 
her daughter is mentally retarded as a 
result of the brain damage. 

Denise contracted the disease as a 
newborn infant and spent her first two 
months, much of it in a coma, at Chil- 
dren’s Hospital in Boston. 

“I almost died,” Denise says, then 
with a big smile that turns into a laugh 
adds that doctors said she wouldn’t be 
able to “walk, talk, hear or see.” 


Tell that to the coaches who helped 
her learn to swim at 6 years old or toa 
girl whose favorite event these days is 
to compete in the 25-meter backstroke. 


How many 16-year-olds, excuse us, 
17-in-three-weeks, girls have members 
of the varsity football team come out to 
support them at their meets. It might 
have been more difficult for her to 
have been in the chorus of last Satur- 
day night’s Andover High School per- 
formance of Guys and Dolls if the doc- 
tors had been right.

She started swimming in a special 
course offered by the Lawrence YMCA 
when she was 6 and although Denise 
will tell you she loved it right away, 
her mom will disagree. 


“The first year the mothers had to 
get in the pool with the kids and I had 
to pry her off my body,” Mrs. Carriere 
says. 


Three years later, Denise enjoyed 
swimming, was good at it, and started 
entering competitions with the Special 
Olympics, Denise’s brain may have 
been hindered by the Meningitis, but 
her body wasn’t. She is six feet tall and 
got there quickly, 

“The first (competition) we were in 
she walked across the pool,” her mom 
says. 


Denise’s best races are the 25-meter 
backstroke, the 25-meter freestyle and 
the 50-meter freestyle, although she got 
disqualified from the 50-freestyle in 
her most recent competition for those 
long legs hitting the bottom of the pool. 
Mrs. Carriere thought that wasn’t fair, 
but then again, she’s the mother. 


Mrs. Carriere works almost a full- 
time job as a secretary at a doctor’s

competing in track and field events at 
Cawley Memorial Stadium in Lowell, 
according to Michael Gagnon, local 
coordinator for the Massachusetts 
Special Olympics.

The proposal did not receive a second, 

“I am totally unconvinced that a K 
through five isn’t an option. The major- 
ity of four on the School Committee is 
hell bent to forecast gloom, doom and 
disaster and not look at all the 
options,” Ms. Poore said. 

Committee member Susan Jenkins 
defended the committe’s position and 
shot back at Ms. Poore, saying, “She's 
accusing the committee of predicting 
gloom and doom, but it’s a reality. 
We’re predicting what's reality.” 

The School Committee will also be 
looking to cut an additional $500,000 
from next year’s budget in anticipation 
of Gov. Weld cutting state aid this 
August. School Committeeman 
Richard Hubbell proposed the further 
cuts before the May 15 deadline, when 
the committee must notify tenured 
teachers if they will not automatically 
be rehired. 

“Tf we wait (until August), $500,000 
will have to come out of expenses. It’s 
just a question of where we want to 
make the cuts and if we want the same 
number of teachers and no supplies or 
equipment for them to teach with,” he 
said. Q 

Mr. Hubbell had a list of cuts and 
savings he believes could have been 
made at the Tuesday night meeting. 
They included filling the three princi- 
pal job openings from within, cutting 
freshmen sports, and cutting the num- 
ber of instructional specialists and 
teaching assistants. 

Ms. Jenkins agreed that due to past 
state-aid cuts, $500,000 both in 1989 and 
1990, the committee should anticipate 
cuts this August. 

Ms. Poore said she would return to 
the committee next week with a list of 
cuts to consider next Tuesday. 

After all committee members had 
their say, Chairman Andres Salazar 
closed the discussion, even though Ms. 
Poore said she wanted to rebut what 
the other members had said. Mr. 
Salazar said to Ms. Poore, “I don’t 
think we want to start a debate on this. 
Everyone has had their say.” 

“Well. I guess whoever talks last, has 
the last say,” said Ms. Poore. 

“Precisely,” answered committee 
member Christopher Outwin. “That’s 
what you're asking for.”

The three students each used differ- 
ent phrases, including two catch 
phrases, one used by television car- 
toon character Bart Simpson and 
another used on Boston radio station 
WBCN. 

Both assistant AHS principals Tim 
Thomas and Steve Richardson 
declined to comment on the decision to 
disqualify the three students from the 
election. Both referred all questions on 
the matter to Principal Wilbur Hixon. 
Mr. Hixon did not return numerous 
phone calls Monday and Tuesday from 
the Townsman. 

Mark McQuillan, superintendent of 
schools, told the Townsman Wednes- 
day, one week following the action, 
that he supported the administration’s 
decision to remove the three students 
from the AHS elections. 

“The students prior to the election 
signed an agreement in effect saying 
they would use nothing in their 
speeches that would be potentially off 
color or inappropriate,” he said. 

“Those kids knew there were pre- 
conditions to their speeches and a 
clear set of expectations. Mr. Thomas 
met with the (AHS) Student Advisory 
Board and they all agreed the students 
should be taken out of the election. It 
wasn’t just an administrative deci- 
sion,” Dr. McQuillan said. 

Junior Dan Mooney said at first he 
was angry when he found out he was 
taken off the ballot. Mr. Mooney said 
he used the Bart Simpson phrase at the 
very end of his speech. He included the 
phrase after saying, “Peace on earth.” 

“T talked with the vice principal. He 
said he hadn’t decided what to do. He 
said he would have to punish me and 
the other kid the same way. I thought 
his (saying) was more insulting,” Mr. 
Mooney said. 

Mr. Mooney called the American 
Civil Liberties Union the day following 
his expulsion from the race. 

“They said the Supreme Court said 
speeches could be censored. But I don’t 
think that applies in this situation,” 
Mr. Mooney said. 

Junior Matt Radack was a candidate 
running for one of four seats for next 
year’s senior senate. He used a phrase 
he said many students at AHS repeat 
from a Boston radio station. 

“During my speech I told the story 
of a situation that happened when I 
first decided to run. One kid came up 
to me and asked me why I was even 
bothering to run, because (he said) I 
had no chance of winning. That’s when 
I told him to (blank),” Mr, Radack told 
the Townsman Monday during a 
phone interview. 

Mr. Radack believed he had to be 
either the most popular candidate or 
have the most “memorable or zany 
speech” in order to win the election. 

He said he hoped the phrase, which 
he repeated numerous times during 
his speech, would get the students’ 
attention and that he meant it to have 
no sexual connotations.

“What I was basically saying was to 
heck with you or get off my back, but 
in different words that we kids hear 
and use all the time,” said Mr. Radack. 

“A large majority of the students 
here don’t take student government 
seriously. During house meetings they 
do their homework. I wanted them to 
pay attention. Some people think stu- 
dent council is a joke because they 
(members) don’t stand up for what 
they believe in and they’re afraid to 
speak their minds because of what 
teachers might say. I wanted them to 
know that I wasn’t afraid to say what I 
felt,” he said. 

Mr. Radack said some students told 
him they liked the fact that he “had the 
guts” to use the phrase in his speech 
and others told him they thought it 
was inappropriate. But, not one stu- 
dent told him he or the other two stu- 
dents should have been taken off the 
ballot. 

Junior-class senator Laura Wilson, 
who was one of the four students elect- 
ed last week to the senior senate, said 
though she didn’t approve of his choice 
of words she believes Mr. Radack had 
the right to say what he did. 

“Tt should have been up to the stu- 
dents to decide who they wanted in 
office. The administration shouldn’t 
have taken their names off the ballot,” 
she said. 

“People wear Bart Simpson T-shirts 
to school and that’s OK,” Ms. Wilson 
added. 

Mr. Radack said he has no regrets 
about what he said in his campaign 
speech, but he is very disappointed 
with how the administration handled 
the situation. 

“T wasn’t out to hurt anyone or 
offend anyone or make people mad. I 
don’t think what I said was that 
immoral. The problem, I think, was 
that I offended a lot of the teachers who 


heard the speech. But, I wasn’t talking 
to the teachers, they’re not the ones 
who are voting. Most of them are 20, 30, 
40 and 50 years older than we are and 
they think like they’re 20, 30, 40 or 50 
years older. They aren’t looking at it 
though the eyes of the ’90s,” he said. 

Not every faculty member who 
voiced his or her opinion to Mr. 
Radack was offended by his speech, 
according to Mr. Radack. 

“A few teachers said they admired 
me for how I handled myself. One even 
told me I should consider applying to 
her alma matter,” Mr. Radack said. 

Mr. Radack asked Mr. Hixon for a 
more suitable punishment, rather than 
removing all three students from the 
election. According to Mr. Radack, the 
AHS student handbook lists obsceni- 
ties as a level-one offense, punishable 
by detention. 

He said Mr. Hixon rejected the idea 
of handing out either a single or multi 
ple detentions to the candidates 
banned from the election. 

In a phone interview, WBCN’s pro- 
gram director said he was “shocked” 
to hear a public high school was 
quelling students’ freedom of speech. 

‘(The phrase one student used) is a 
general catch phrase that can be taken 
any way the person hearing it wants 
to. It’s not vulgar and not obscene,” 
said Oedipus, WBCN’s program direc- 
tor. 

According to Oedipus, the station’s 
afternoon disc jockey who is Mark Par- 
enteau, began using the phrase and ft 
is regularly broadcast during his radio 
show. The phrase originally was spo- 
ken by actress Linda Blair in the film 
The Exorcist. 

“Tt isn’t like using the F-word or the 
S-word. Those are regulated by the 
FCC. If they (AHS administration)

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Leave it to 
AHS voters 


Administrators at Andover High 
School overreacted when they threw 
three students out of school elections 
for using raw language. 

We agree that the language was 
inappropriate and worthy of some 
sort of punishment. 

But we would have left the stu- 
dents in the election, and hoped that 
voters would turn them down for 
their inappropriate behavior. 
Administrators would have done 
better to trust the student voters, to 
say: We know you are mature, 
unlike the three who used the lan- 
guage during their speeches, and 
you don’t want someone who uses 
this type of judgment to represent 
you. 

The students besmirched the halls 
of the school, and they abused their 
privilege of running for office. But 
withdrawing them from the race is 
also an insult to those who were vot- 
ing in the elections. 

In addition, all three students did 

not err to the same degree. One car- 
ried on and perhaps added salt to the 
wound when he wrote a letter of 
what started to be an apology and 
turned into an incident that added 
more litter to the already volatile sit- 
uation. The principal and Student 
Advisory Board could have studied 
the three offending speeches and 
handed out punishments appropri- 
ate for each. 
_ The high school prides itself in 
having a complicated, well thought 
out constitution. Students, to this 
point, have thought of Andover High 
School as being a democratic place, 
an institution where they are 
encouraged to express their feelings. 
Now, some students are saying, “Tt’s 
not such a democracy after all,” a 
quote from one junior at the school. 


The school’s handbook says that 
no obscenities will be tolerated. But 
the handbook also says that a deten- 
tion will be given for using obsceni- 
ties. That would have been appropri- 
ate in this case. Perhaps the student 
who was carried away with his 
unattractive phrases more than the 
other two could have been given a 
_ series of detentions.

Recycled Products of Milton has a catalog 
listing in addition to the paper products, 
recycled janitorial products, landscape 
products, paving materials, asphalt rubber, 
plastic lumber, insulation and rubber mats, 
re-refined petroleum and oil spill absorbent. 
Second Source, Needham Heights recycles 
toner cartridges for laser printers and PC 
copiers. The Boston Food Co-op, Allston, 
has a large selection of low waste products 
suggesting another way to go. They carry 
bulk food items, (little packaging) non-toxic 
cleaning products, cloth diapers, cloth cof- 
fee filters and re-usable shopping bags. In 
fact, they give rebates to customers who use 
re-usable shopping bags.

Andover searches 
for three 
school principals

The search is underway to find three prin- 
cipals for Andover schools next year. Wilbur 
Hixon, principal of the high school, William 
Hart, principal of West Middle School, and 
lora Alexander, principal of Bancroft Ele- 
mentary School, will all retire this June. 


“T can't imagine having a shortage of 


applicants,” for the three positions, said 
Mark McQuillan, superintendent of schools. 
“T feel we'll have a wealth of applicants to 
choose from for each of the three positions.” 
Advertising of the three positions has begun. 
Deadline for application is May 31. 

The School Committee is opening the 
search process for community input. An ini- 
tial “first pass” screening committee will 
have at least two community members, It 
will consist of seven people for each of the 
three searches: including two parents, two 
teachers, one administrator and two people 
from the central office. 

The screening committee will work with 
Assistant Superintendent Lois Haslam and 
personnel Director Candace Hall to review 
resumes and narrow the applicant field to 10 
to 15 for each of the three positions. 

Those applicants will be forwarded to the 


principal interview committees for each of 


the three principals searches. The interview 
committee will consist of the same two par- 
ents and two teachers from the screening 
committee, two community members , one 
member of the school committee and one 
administrator and/or program adviser. 
These people will narrow the field down to 
four or six finalists to be recommended to 
the superintendent of schools. 

Public interviews for the finalists will be 
held during the week of June 5. The School 
Committee hopes to approve the superinten- 
dent’s three recommendations by July 1.

There was such an 
enthusiastic response 
to my column describ- 
ing what servicemen 
were eating while sta- 
tioned in the Gulf, I 
decided to research 
what “space food” 
astronauts eat because 
of the recent launching 
of NASA’s shuttle. 


Contrary to popular 
belief, astronaut food 
does not come in cubes 
and tubes but in 
opaque plastic contain 
ers and silver pouches. 
The food is similar to 
what is served in 
homes and restaurants 
across the country. 
About 50 food-service 
companies provide 
more than 160 products 
to NASA, which 
repackages to meet 
shuttle regulations. 
This avoids extensive 
testing of dyes and inks 
used in commercial 
labels and allows 
NASA to place a serial 
number on each item 
for inventory purposes. 

If even one ingredi 
ent is changed, the item 
has to be retested to 
make sure it will rehy 
drate, survive high 
temperatures and meet 
dietary and microbio 
logical standards. 

The foods aboard 
the shuttle are divided 
into the following cate 
gories: 

Rehydrated (R) food 
and beverages. These 
require water be added 
back to the food before 
it is eaten. Examples 
are chicken-rice casse 
role, shrimp cocktail 
and all freeze-dried veg 
etables. The square 
shaped packages are 
small and stackable. 
The lid is a see 
through film. Water is 
idded through a hollow 
needle inserted in the 
base of the cup. The 
container can then be 
placed in a forced-air 
convection oven aboard 
the shuttle.

been heat processed to 
destroy harmful 
microorganisms and 
enzymes are available 
in aluminum cans with 
pull tops.

A fresh food locker, 
containing bread, fresh 
fruit, rolls, vegetable 
sticks and flour tor- 
tillas, because they gen 
erate few crumbs, is 
loaded aboard the shut 
tle 16 hours before a 
launch. 


Astronauts are 
allowed to design their 
own menus 90 days 
before launch. The 
standard shuttle menu 
repeats after seven 
days, and provides 
three balanced meals 
totaling 2,800 calories 
per day. Each astro 
naut’s food supply is 
color-coded. A supple 
mentary food supply 
that yields approxi 
mately 2,100 calories 
per person for two 
extra days is also 


stowed aboard each 
flight in case of unex- 
pected delays because 
of bad weather as we 
recently experienced. 


There has never 
been a food shortage on 
a shuttle because 
motion sickness often 
prevents eating for two 
to three days and wom- 
en generally eat less 
than men, so there is 
always a surplus.

About the only time Andover High tennis 
makes big news these days is when it loses, 
especially in Merrimack Valley Conference 
play. 

And so it came as a bit of a shock when the

for them to get retroactive pay if nego- 
tiations drag out beyond 24 months, 
That deadline is June 30. 

“They've rejected our last offer, so 
the next move is theirs,” Officer Siopes 
said. 


Buzz Stapezynski, town manager, 
said Friday that he would meet union 
representatives today to discuss alter- 
natives to the layoff of two patrolmen, 
as outlined in the police budget for the 
new fiscal year starting July 1, and for 
discussion of a smoking policy in the 
police station, but didn’t say anything 
about a contract offer. 


Mr. Stapezynski did say he was 
“optimistic” that a contract would be 
settled before the June-30 deadline. He 
denied that the town was intentionally 
“dragging its feet,” as alleged by Offi- 
cer Siopes, in order to use the threat: 
ened retro pay to strengthen their bar- 
gaining position. 


Officer Siopes defended using limit- 
ed publicity about the contract negoti- 


‘ations in the press as necessary. 


“If it takes exposure to get people 
bargaining again, then that’s what it 
takes,” he said.

Grievances 

The town manager declined to dis- 
cuss details of numerous grievances, 
probably in excess of a dozen, filed by 
the patrolmen’s union during the two 
years of negotiations. Mr. Stapezynski 
said neither side would benefit by the 
disclosure of those details at this time 
and that he would happily disclose and 
discuss them once a contract was set- 
tled. 


Most of the grievances deal with 
alleged violations by Chief James 
Johnson and the town, of the union’s 
collective bargaining agreement, 
according to Officer Siopes. 


Officer Siopes, in a letter to the town 
manager on April 22, said the message 
the union is getting is that, “manage- 
ment is trying to break the union at all 
cost.” 


The letter also alleges the town has 
paid Michael Gilman, special counsel, 
“more than $100,000” in legal fees since 
contract negotiations began in the 
spring of 1989. 


Mr. Stapezynski said Mr. Gilman’s 
fees for this fiscal year are approxi- 
mately $30,000, and that only a portion 
of that money is for work on the patrol- 
men’s union negotiations.
